They who fail in this point, are guil- 
ty of the higheſt Ingratitude, and act like Crea- 
tures diveſted of both the moral and natural 
Image of the Supreme Being: Even thoſe Na- 
tions of the Earth who are left under the groſſeſt 
Darkneſs, who worſliip Stocks and Stones in- 
ſtead of the living and true God ; when they 
imagine their Deities have been propitious to 
them, fail not to make the Retutus of Praiſe: 
I ſhall give you one Iaſtance. of this out of Sa> 
cred Hiſtory, When God had permitted Samp- 
fon to diſcover wherein his uncommon Strength 
lay, and thereby to become a Prey to the Phi- 
Manes, they appointed a Day to offer Sacrifice 
to Dagon their God, who they imagin'd had de- 
' liver'd this Enemy into their hands. Tis ſaid, 
Judges 16. 24. that when the People ſaw the 
Caprive before them, they praiſed their God; for 
they ſaid, Our God: hath deliver d into our | hands 
our Enemy, and the Deftroyer of our Country, who 
flew many of us. And how will it aggravate 
our Guilt if we are deficient herein, that we 
have not only the Light of Nature, but Divine 
Revelation alſo to inform us of our Duty, and 
to ſhow us the Reaſonableneſs of it? &; 
The Duty which the Pſalmiſt is found in the 
Performance of, is bleſſing God. By which is 
to be underſtood an Acknowledgment of the 
Favour he had receiv'd from him, accompany'd 
with an Admiration of his Perfections, and the 
Exerciſe of Love to him. We find in the fore- 
wention d 103d Palm, after he had began with

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iſing God, he enumerates the ſeveral Bene- 
ts, from the view of which, he was at that 
time excited to the Duty.
